Monk, October 24.+The trial of W. 
E. Ud t for murder, which is to com- 
mence on the 27th instant, at West Chester, 
Penn., promises to unfold one of the most 
remarkable criminal cases of the age-—a case 
involving more of mystery, stat inci- 
dent, greed for'gafn and heartless butchery 
than was ever conjured up in the brain of the 
most sensational writer of modern fiction. 
The plot of this dark tragedy, its scenes and 
incidents, as disclosed before the Courts, a 
Coroner’s jury, and unearthed by shrewd de- 
tectives, may be summed up a8 follows: 


ACT FIRST. 


A wooden tenement in the suburbs of Bal- 

limore, occupied by one W. S. Goss, who is 
ostensibly engaged in experimenting on a 
substitute for rubber; for which he proposes 
securing a patent. He has a partner, one W. 
E. Udderzoot, who has put two handred dol- 
lara, obtained from his mother, into the com- 
mon purse, the object being not to perfect a 
atent, but todefraud fire insurance com- 
panies out of $25,000. is a married 
man, and these policies are on his life, ane 
for $10,000 being in the Travelers’ Accident 
Company. Udderzoof procures a corpse from 
‘some Gémetery or dissecting room and places 
it in the building. Then, all being in readi- 
ness for the final coup, Udderzoot 
and Goss start one morning for this 
building, purchasing on the way a 
pint of whisky and a gallon of coal 
oil. They also borrow ome axe of a neigh- 
bor, who accompanies them. With the axe 
a quantity of kindling is cut, and at dark a 
futile effort is made to light a coal oil lamp. 
Udderzoot then goes away with the neigh- 
bor, ostensibly for the purpose of procuring 
another lamp. They had not been gone 
long when the building was in flames. Goss 
had piled the kindling wood on the body, 
drencbed it with coal oil, and set fire to the 
pile. He then ran down the lane, got into 
a buggy which his brother, A. C. , had 
procured and held in waiting, and drove to 
the Philadelphia depot. He then took a train 
northward, to become a voluntary wanderer, 
a homeless outcast. 

Udderzoot and his companion hasten back 
to the blazing building. The neighbors 
gather around, and stand in the glare of the 
crackling flames. Not until the fire fiend 
had done its worst did Udderzoot mention 
to those around him that Goss was in the 
building. This failed to create a sensation, 
however, as several had seen a man run 
down the lane when the fire broke out, and 
there had been no explosion. 


ACT SECOND, 


The United States Circuit Court room, 
Baltimore. The widow of Gosshad claimed 
of the insurance companies the amount of 
the policies on her busband’s life, and pay- 
ment had been refused, on the ground that 
Goss was not dead. The widow maintained 
that her husband had perished in the flames, 
and brought suit. The remains found in the 
ruins were disinterred, and examined by med- 
ical experts. The defense urged that the 
teeth were unlike the fineset Goss was known 
to have possessed; that the hair exhibited 
was not the color of his, and so a war was 
waged over the charred fragments of 
humanity, which resulted in a victory for the 
plaintiff. The average juror has no bowels 
of compassion for corporations or cormor- 
ants. An appeal followed of course. The 
insuracce companies were dissatisfied with 
the verdict, and no wonder. Indeed, it is as- 
serted that prior to this trial overtures had 
been made to the insurance agents on the 
part of Goss, who was ready to give himself 
up for a sum of money and immunity from 
— prosecution for all concerned in the 
Plot. 

ACT THIRD. 


In this we see the wanderer, driven from 
place to place, embarrassed pecuniarily, 
given over to di ink, now in Canada, then in 
Tennessee, then in Pennsylvania, and for a 
time in New Jersey.
